Paris, March 9, 5 45 a. m.—The 


official 
statement 
published last 


night has done much to relieve the 
tension which had been caused in 
the public mind by the expectation 
of a great onslaught on the main 
French defenses on the west bank of 
the Meuse. Press and public are now 
more than ever convinced that the 
Germans will not be able to take 
Verdun. 


Military observers express the Be- 


lief that the Germans originally in- 
tended a frontal attack on Verdun, 
which was to be 
accompanied 
by 


two flank attacks, one in the Woevre 
not meant to be pushed home, and 
the other on the west bank of 
the 


Meuae which might develop into the 
main attack. Desiring, however, to 
justify a premature announcement 
of the capture of Douaumont, 
the 


crown prince kept 200,000 men on 
the right bank of the river, against 
the advice of his generals, who in- 
sisted that they could be better em- 
ployed on the other bank. Now that 
the Germans have begun the flank 
attack, the French critics say, it is 
too late by ten days. 


Artillerymen on both sides 
are 


living up to the reputation already 
established for the battle of Verdun 
as the greatest artillery duel of the' 
war.

Washington, March 9.—The 
fol- 


lowing statement has been received 
from Great Britain, in 
answer 
to 


Germany's charges: 


"According to the German state- 


ment, German 
submarine 
warfare 


was enforced on February 18, 1915, 
as an act of reprisal against illegal 
act of Great Britain. 


"The 'Amiral 
Ganteaume' 
with 


two thousand unarmed refugees on 
board, mostly women and children, 
was torpedoed and sunk by a German 
submarine on October 26, 1914. Two 
British merchant vessels were torpe- 
doed without notice on January 30 
ana the British hospital ship 
'Aus- 


tnas* fired at with a torpedo on Feb- 
ruary 1." 
"The illegal acts complained of are 


apparently the non-acceptance of the 
London convention of 1909, the fla- 
grant list of contraband, the warn- 
ing to merchantmen as to mines in 
the North Sea, and the capture of 
the 'Wilhelmina' with foodstuffs on 
Feb. 9. 


"The declara\ion of 
London of 


1909 was never ratified by the Brit- 
ish government and was never bind- 
ing on them. One of the reasons for 
the non-ratification of the conven- 
tion was the claim of the 
German 


government as to the right to treat 
foodstuffs as contraband. 


"The enlargement of the list 
of 


contraband 
is acknowledged 
bel- 


ligerent right. The warning to mer- 
chant vessels in November was due 
to the fact that the Germans had 
sown mines in the high seas, result- 
ing in the destruction of many inno- 
cent merchant vessels, foreign as 
well as British.

Roosevelt Will Not Run for 


President, Saying It Would 


Be Mistake to Nominate Him

New 
York, March 
9.—Colonel 


Theodore Roosevelt, who is now at 
Trinidad, British West Indies, in a 
statement given out today through 
the New York Evening 
Mail, em- 


phatically declines to be a candidate 
in the primaries of Massachuetts or 
of any other state. 


"I will not enter into any fight for 


the nomination," the colonel says, 
"and -I will not permit any faction- 
al fight to be made in my behalf. 
Indeed I will go further and say that 
it would be a mistake to nominate 
me unless the country has in its 
mood something of the heroic, unless 
it feel* not only like devoting itself 
to ideals, but to the purpose meas- 
ureably to realize those ideals in ac- 
tion. 
"This is one of those rare times 


which come only at long intervals in 
a nation's history when the action 
taken determines the life of the gen- 
erations that follow. Such times were 


i from 1776 to 1789, In the days 


of Washington, and from 1858 to 
1865 in the days of Lincoln. 


"It is for us of today to grapple 


with the tremendous national and in- 
ternational problems of our own hour 
in the spirit and with the ability 
shown by those who uphold 
the 


hands of Washington and Lincoln. 


"Whethe^ we do or do not ac- 


complish this feat will largely depend 
on the action taken at the Republi- 
can and Progressive national con- 
ventions next June. Nothing is to* 
be hoped for from the present ad- 
ministration.

. 
. 
All that they 


offer us is a choice between degrees 
of hypocrisy and degrees of infamy. 
But disgust with the ^unmanly con- 
duct of the present administration, 
I do not believe, and I ought not to 
believe, mean that the American peo- 
ple will vote in a spirit of mere pro- 
test. 
They ought not to and I be- 


lieve they will not be content mere- 
ly to change the present administra- 
tion for one equally timid, equally 
vacillating, equally lacking in vision, 
in moral integrity, and in high re- 
solve."

WAR DECLARED 


ON PORTUGAL 


BY GERMANY

Berlin, March 9.— (By Wireless to 


Sayville.)-—Germany declared war 
on Portugal at 3:30 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon and handed his pass- 
ports to the Portuguese minister. 


"The German declaration," 
says 


the news agency, "emphasizes 
the 


fact that this step was made neces- 
sary by the recent illegal seizures of 
German ships in Portuguese ports, 
which is the greatest sort of breach of 
neutrality and or 
special 
treaties. 


Germany therefore is obliged to give 
up her former attitude of forbear- 
ance, which she had maintained be- 
cause of Portugual's awkward sit- 
uation. 


"The declaration enumerates 
a 


long series of breaches of neutrali- 
ty by the 
Portuguese government 


such as the permission of free pas- 
sage to English troops through the 
colony of Mozambique, the permis- 
sion given to English men of war to 
use Portuguese ports for a time ex- 
ceeding that given neutrals; the per- 
mission given the English navj to 
use Madeira as a naval base; actual 
engagements 
between 
Portuguese 


and German troops on the frontier 
of German southwest Africa 
and 


Angola; frequent 
insults 
to 
the 


German nation by members of the 
Portuguese parliament, who never 
were reprimanded 


"The declaration 
further 
points 


out 
that 
the 
seizure 
of 
Ger- 


man ships in 
neutral Portuguese 


ports on February 23 was 
an 
act 


against the law and the treaties con- 
cluded between Germany and Portu- 
gal." 


"The German government there- 


fore considers herself from this time 
in war with the Portuguese govern- 
ment," is .the conclusion of a declar- 
ation handed today by the German 
minister at Lisbon to the Portuguese 
government and in Berlin to the Por- 
tuguese minister the news agency an- 
nouncement states.

' the Columbus massacre, administration officials admitted that President) 
Wilson might not 'te able to refrain long from actual interference. 


What the administration leaders who favor a watchful waiting course 


fear most is an outbreak to Congress with its consequent effect upon the 
country. The Senate particularly which contains many vigorous crit- 
ics of' the administration's Mexican policy has just settled down from 
the flurry over the Cusi massacre of several weeks ago. 


At the- White House the only word given out was that steps would be 


taken to punish the Villa bandits but it was not indicated that General 
Carranza would be called upon to do so or whether American troops 
would be sent over the line. 


The state department is understood to have begun the draft of a mem- 


orandum to General Carranza, based on the report of General Funston. 
The president sent word to the war department that he be notified 1m* 


mediately of all developments. 
.. Reports that American soldiers had crossed the border in pursuit of the 
Mexicans were shown him. The conviction prevails in official circles that 
the attack was a bold stroke on the part of \Jilla to force Intervention 
by the United States.

Columbus, X. M., March O—Five hundred Mexican 
bandits, believed 


to have been led by Francisco Villa, crossed the 
international border 


under cover of darkness early today and attacked this town, killing a 
dozen or more American men and women, including at least six United 
States soldiers.

When the bandits fled toward Mexico some hours later they were1 


inirsued by United States troops who are said to have crossed the border. 


A large number of Mexican dead were left lying in the streets of Co. 


Iiunbus, and at the border the Mexicans were subjected to a flank at* 
tack by American troops and eighteen more of their number killed. 


Several American citizens in Columbus declared they personally saw 


Villa directing his men and a portmanteau discovered by a trooper con* 
taiued Villa's personal papers. 
The attack was a surprise. Villa was supposed to have been 44 miles 


away, having last night caused a telegram to be sent indicating hi* 
presence at a Xogales ranch.

The number of slain American soldiers was placed at six. 
Nine citi- 


zens of Columbus are known to have been killed. Three other men. and 
a woman are listed among the known wounded. 


Prior to the attack the Villa bandits hanged three Americans whom 


they had held as prisoners for some days, according to infornMtion re- 
ceived here- Their bodies were burned, the report said.

Singing on Carpet. 


Standing upon carpet bus a tendency 


to muflie the \oice. since a layer of 
inelastic and nonconducting materia 
Is then interposed between the seat of 
voice production and the floor, which 
when it is not cohered, acts as a sounc 
board, taking up the vibrations anc 
giving increased effect and distinctness 
to them. This can be illustrated by 
placing a timepiece first upon a rust or 
carpet and then upon the bare floor 
In the latter position the ticking is 
much louder, because the vibrations of 
the clock are then much more forcibly 
communicated to the floor and so to 
the air of the room and finally to the 
ear by actual contact between the 
clock and tbe floor. A carpet damps 
or kills these vibrations because it is a 
bad conductor of sound. The differ- 
ence, which is so audible in this case, 
is in some degree to be detected when 
the voice is heard under similar con- 
ditions.

them and, rising on all four legs, lets 
her body drop heavily on the covering 
sand until she has made it as compact- 
as any part of the surrounding beach. 
She then makes a few false demonstra- 
tions on the shore to mislead inquisi- 
tive enemies and hastens to the sea as 
fast as she can travel.
